If Soviet Union Breaks Up

MOSCOW — Waming of a 
bloodbath if the Soviet Union 
breaks up, President Mikhaif 5. 
Gorbachev pledged Tuesday τὸ 
preserve a unified economic system 
and single army across the entire 
country. 

Mr. Gorbachev's remarks, which 
were made to an unusual gathering 
of 1.100 military officers in Mos- 
cow, amounted to a direct warning 
to the country’s restive republics 
against pushing their drive for sov- 

ereignty too far. 

ὁ Soviet leader's comments set 
out the "s position on the 
division of power berween the cen- 
tral government and the republics 
during the final stage of negotia- 
tions for a new union treaty. 

“To use a military expression, 
the union of sovereign republics 
represents our last trench line,” Mr. 
Gorbachev told the officers, all 
elected officials in Soviet and local 
legislatures. “Βεγοαὰ this lies the 
disintegration of the state.” 

Disilusioned by the failure of 
the central authorities to agree on a 
coherent package of economic 
changes, several republics have al- 
ready taken steps toward setting ap 
their own economic and monetary 
systems. The Ukraine and the three 
Baltic states are also insisting that 
their citizens only perform military 
service on their own territory, in 
defiance of Soviet regulations,

day that Mr. Gorbachev had

Traqis Release

NEW YORK — Eddie Firmani, 
the caach of the New York Cosmos 
of the Nonh American Soccer 
League in their glory days, was 
among the latest hostages released 
by Iraq after being held captive in 
Baghdad and in Kuwait, where he 
coached soccer the last three years. 

He described his captivity as a 
traumatic experience, recalling kill- 
ings in dhe streets and explosions 
around the Kuwaiti palace shortly 
after the Iraqi invasion on Aug. 2. 
He said other captives were demor- 
alized and fearful. 

Firmani. 56. who is ἃ native of 
South Africa but has Italian citi- 
zenship from his days as a star 
player in Italy, and five other Ital- 
jan citizens arrived in Athens on 
Sunday aight via Jordan under pro- 
tection of the Italian government. 

Firmani said by telephone that 
the mood of the hostages in both 
Kuwait and Baghdad was grim.
